WAINFLEET — St. Elizabeth school 
students are learning how to safely 
use knives and other kitchen utensils 
and appliances to make meals for 
themselves and their families as part 
of the You’re The Chef program.

The program focuses on teaching 
children how to make healthy, nutri¬ 
tious meals and snacks. 

Loibl, whose daughter is in Grade 6 
at the school, says the focus is also on 
having children incorporate more 
fruits and vegetables into their lives 
through some of the 12 recipes taught. 

“I’m really worried about the 
increase of diabetes and childhood 
obesity,” she says as to why she took 
part in the program. 

With 19 grades 7 and 8 students, 
and 16 grades 5 and 6 students, Loibl 
says You’re The Chef filled up quickly. 

“We’re at the maximum now and we 
still have more students who want to 
sign up. It’s been a big hit.”

store last week declaring the business is hosting a retire¬ 
ment sale and liquidating its merchandise. 

“It’s time,” Harvey Rossman said simply. 

The clothing store’s legacy began when the business was 
opened 82 years ago by Harvey’s grandmother, Esther. 

Many customers carry the distinct memory of Esther sit¬ 
ting on her stool in the comer of the original shop, which 
has expanded three times to include several other store¬ 
fronts, Harvey said. 

“It’s always been a family business,” Harvey said proudly. 
Many of us bought our first suit or dress in that store, or 
went to look for that right item of clothing you couldn’t 
find anywhere else. 

The family always seemed to know their customers and 
watched a number of them grow up over the years. 

It was a business that you don’t find it a lot of cities — 
one that made a personal connection with customers. 

It even made its fair share of contributions to area orga¬ 
nizations, fundraisers and community agencies. 

The store acted as a ticket agent for the Port Colborne 
Operatic Society for the past 50 years and has raised more 
than $35,000 for the Canadian Cystic Fibrosis Foundation. 

While we understand the Rossman’s are ready to retire 
and move on to another chapter in their life, the store’s 
closing leaves a gap in the community in a number of 

The storefront takes up a good chunk of the block 
between West and King Sts. and will leave a hole in the 
downtown core that will be hard to fill. 

We hope someone will step in and either take the whole 
store or parts of it to open a new business or businesses.

Fiddleheads and friends 
- a winning pair 



Originally from Turin, Italy, Oscar is

I t promised to be an evening of 
delights for the taste buds. 

The invitation to the third 
annual NorCliff Farms culinary com¬ 
petition was tided, “So you think you 

The fiddlehead-producing com¬ 
pany at the end of Barrick Road has 
been in business since 1974 and com¬ 
pany president Nick Secord and his 
lovely lady and partner Nina 
DiLorenzo were again showcasing 
their unique vegetables in a cooking 
competition. The company is the larg¬ 
est producer of fiddleheads in North 
America, with a huge farming opera¬ 
tion in Quebec. 

“The team at NorCliff cordially 
invites you to be present on April 16 
as part of our judging panel at our 
dinner party,” the invitation told us. 

“Judging is based on presentation, 
taste and smell. So come to enjoy 
yourself and help us determine our 
winner!” 

Last Friday, more than two dozen of 
us gathered at Nick and Nina’s gor¬ 
geous estate set in the Wainfleet 
marshland, surrounded by fem-fified 
forests and ponds. 

We were there last year so we had 
an idea of what to expect, even 
though this year’s format was slightly 
different. 

As a child, my family would pick 
wild fiddleheads in Central Ontario 
and my mother would serve them 
with a variety of dishes. I’ve always 
loved them; they’re delicious. 

But not everybody knows what fid¬ 
dleheads are. 

Nick and Nina’s website has a fre- 
quentiy-asked-questions section on it 
and it explains the vegetable like this: 

“Fiddlehead greens are traditionally 
known as fiddleheads ... They are 
found in abundance growing wild 
alongside many of North America’s 
fresh waterways. Each new shoot is in 
its coiled form for about three days 
before it unfurls into a graceful fiddle- 
head. The optimum harvesting period

An anaphylactic reaction is the most serious form of an allergy. It is 
estimated about 2% of the population have this type of allergy. People 
who have these types of allergies when exposed to the allergen get hives, 
swelling of the tongue, closing of their airway, a drop in blood pressure, and 
if untreated can die from the reaction. 

Peanut and nut allergies seem much more prevalent now than they did 
twenty years ago. If you are a caregiver, or teacher of a child with this type 
of allergy it is very important to be familiar with an EpiPen and how to use it. 
An EpiPen is to be administered at the first sign of anaphylactic reaction and 
it involves giving an automatic injection in the individual's thigh to deliver 
epinephrine. This medication can reverse the symptoms mentioned above. If 
you have to give an individual an Epi injection they should still be taken to 
hospital as soon as possible, one shot may not be enough and they need to 
be monitored for further respiratory and blood pressure complications. 

If you, or someone you know, has this type of allergy please come into the 
pharmacy where we can show you how to use the EpiPen. Being prepared 
ahead of time is the best way to make sure you can do what is necessary in 
a crisis situation. 

There are new EpiPens on the market that have different colour coding 
that make them easier to use. You can buy an EpiPen without a prescription 
and it may be handy to have one just in case. People can develop allergies 
later in life, and may not even know they have this type of life threatening 
condition until they are exposed to an allergen. 

One thing to take note of when you buy an EpiPen is the expiry date. Epipens 
also come in two different strengths. There is an EpiPen Jr. for children IB- 
30 kg (33lbs-66lbs), and an adult pen for individuals 30kg (66lbs) and up. 
Most people, even children, require the adult pen, but it is based on weight 
so you need to make sure you have the appropriate pen. Consult your doctor 
for your child if they are less than 15kg or 33lbs. If your child is below this 
weight and they are having an allergic reaction it is best to call 911 or go 
straight to the ER. You can administer some liquid Benadryl based on their 
weight on the way to the hospital. 

Please be sensitive to people who have these allergies. Anaphylaxis is a life 
threatening condition and it is up to all of us to protect the most vulnerable 
people in our community. It is a scary prospect to send your child to school 
if they have one of these types of allergies. If we are all aware of what 
to do in case of this type of emergency everyone will benefit from a safer 
environment.

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AMBITIOUS SCHEDULE: Preliminary design approved 


New health and wellness centre could be completed by 2012 


PORT COLBORNE — There’s an ambitious schedule 
ahead for the Port Colborne Health and Wellness Centre. 

During a recent meeting, council approved a schedule 
for the project that provides a time line from preliminary 
design and estimates, to the issuance of tender documents 
and the awarding of a contract for construction. 

Ron Hanson, director of engineering and operations, 
provided council with what he called a “firm, aggressive 
schedule” for the Health and Wellness Centre project. 

He said it was important council understands that 
according to the schedule a decision is expected to be 
made before the municipal elections in October. 

The last day for council approval and award of the con¬ 
tract for the project is Sept. 10,2010. 

Hanson told council the Class B estimates are expected 


j be completed for April 21, with the completion of the 
working drawings, specifications and pretender estimates 
by July 15. The tender period, submissions and review will 
happen between July 20 and Aug. 23. 

If the project moves forward without delay and the time 
line is accurately followed, it is proposed the tender for 
construction of the facility will be awarded at a special 
meeting of council on Aug. 30, Hanson said. 

With a projected construction period of 430 working 
days, the centre is expected to be completed by Aug. 21, 
2012. 

Ward 1 Coun. Bill Steele said the Class B estimates 
should give council a good idea of "where we stand,” with 
the numbers showing a close depiction of what the project 
should cost. 


The last estimate for construction of the full proposal — 
which includes both a lap and leisure pool, a multipurpose 
field house, two NHL-sized arenas, change rooms for the 
arenas and pools, a walking/ jogging track and eight out¬ 
door bocce courts — put the cost at $35.5 million. 

Once in the tender process, council can decide whether 
it ultimately approves or opposes the bids that are pre¬ 
sented. Mayor Vance Badawey said that whether approved 
or not, he expects the current council to be the group to 
make the decision unless unforeseen circumstances arise.

Township’s budget 
goes down in defeat

WAINFLEET — A township’s budget increase of 3.21% went down in defeat 
last week after council rejected an amendment to it. 

“I figured this might happen,” said Aid. Ted Hessels, who sought the budget 
change. 

Hessels wanted to see $20,000 taken from a GPS program and put into a 
reserve fund for future road repairs. 

“Maybe I’m wrong, but I think we should be spending money on roads, not a 
GPS system. I think the GPS is a waste of money,” Hessels said Wednesday after- 

During the council meeting, Wainfleet’s director of operations Greg Wuisman 
explained the GPS system would be used to track snowplows in the winter and 
bring the township up to date. 

Wuisman said snowplow operators now record routes and what time they 
plowed with pencil and paper. A GPS system would computerize everything 
and help reduce any liability the township could face, he said. 

“Staff is trying to budget to balance our roads needs along with our other 
needs,” he said. 

Wuisman agreed with Hessels on the state of Wainfleet’s roads and said the 
needs currently exceed what the township has in terms of funding. 

Hessels made a motion to take the $20,000 from the GPS and put it into a 
reserve fund, but that amendment to the main budget motion was defeated, as 
was the proposed budget itself. 

Aids. Rudy Warkentiin and Evan Main voted against the budget because both 
wanted it to come in at 3% or lower.
